THE REGULATION OF ICEBERGS. 

Whenever any disaster happens to an 
ocean steamer, suggestions for the preven- 
tion of any further disasters of the same 
surt become as plentiful as blackberries 
when the market is full of them, The col- 
ision between the Arizona and an iceberg 
has induced the public to remark with.im- 
mense unanimity that all- steamers ought 
to be compelled to..carry electric lights, 
which, it is assumed, would do away with 
the danger of ‘collision. ‘In fact, so strong- 
ly is this suggestion urged: that there is. 
danger that some steai-ship company, 
more anxious to please the public than to 
avoid danger, may adopt. the electric light, 
in spite of the fact that it is rather worse, 
at sea, than no light whatever. While there 
is no question about the power of the elec- 
tric light, experience has shown that when 
used at sea it. increases the very dangers 
against which it is supposed to be’ a pro- 
tection. Its: excessive glare renders the 
lights of other vessels invisible, deepens 
by contrast the darkness in every direction 
except. immediately in front of the re~ 
flector, and dazales the eyes so that vessels. 
oricebergsthatin other ciroumstances would 
be easily seén are invisible until it is too 
late to avoid them. The English Govern- 
ment placed an electric light in the Dané 
geness Light-house,on the coast of the 
British: Channel, but were compelled to re- 
move. it because of the greatly-increased 
number of collisions which occurred in con- 
sequence of the blinding glare of the light. 
: | An electric light is still in use at the Lizard
